At @ public meeting held 
in the interest of the home in the 
First Baptist church, where !t was 
hoped that the necessary $8,000 needed 
lcould be secured by loans or volunteer 
icontributions, only a dozen men were 
fm attendance. These men subscribed 
$475, : 

‘When the handful of men,who at- 
tended the méec$ing had teJién count 
lof the sum subseribed they united fn 
prayer and after serious deliberation 
{t wag decided that there was but one 
way that a roof could be kept over the 
Dlind of this city. 

"It we could get co-operation from 
the Atlanta Ad Men's association I am 
sure we could save the day,” declared 
David Woodward. “The members of 
the Atlanta Ad Men's association are 
the men to look to for aid. I am con- 
fident that if we could get them to 
take held of the project we wquld be 
able to rehibilitate the home for 
the blind.’

|An effort of Sheriff Porteus to swear 
yin 200 citizen deputies resulted in a 
charge that he hed summoned the men 
johiefly for the purpose of reducing 
their activities at the polls. 

The strike situation was further 
\complicated late in the afternoon, 
|when a suit for the annulment and for- 
| feiture of the traction company’s tran- 
chise and the appointment of a recelvor 
for the company wes filed in the air- 
cult court. 

The plaintiff 1s Attorney Albert C. 
Pearson. He sues as a taxpayer, and 
alleges that the company by its failure 
to operate cars for the. last three days 
has Violated its franchise contract with 
the city. The summons in the sult 
was made returnable November 18. 

Many Injured in Riots. 

After a day in which numerous 
minor riots were reported, Thomas 
Carlton, a chauffeur, was shot and fa- 
tally wounded while watching a crowd 
of sympathizers making an attack on 
the Louisiana car barns, where the 
strike-breakers are housed.

FOREIGN CORPORATIONS 
__ MUST PAY EXCISE TAX 


Washington, November 3.—After 
lyears of vain endeavor by state au- 
ihoritles to tak foreign corporations 
‘doing business within thelr borders 
Massachusetts has solved the problem. 


° ‘The supreme court today sustained as 


iconstitutiona) the Massachusetts for- 
jeign corporation tax law of 1909, Chief 
Justice White and Justices Vandevan- 
ter and Pitney dissenting. 

The decision was regarded by many 
who, heard Justice Day deliver it as 
marking an epoch in state taxation. 

The Massachusetts law provides that 
every forelgn corporation shall pay an- 
nually an excise tax of one-fiftieth of 
one per cent of ite authorized stock. 
Justices Day, Holmes, McKenna, Lur- 
ton, Hughes’ and Lamar Interpreted 
this to mean almost the same as the 
federal corporation law which avoided 
previous errors by careful phraseology. 

hey held that this meant a tax on 
the privilege of doing business within 
the state and not @ tax on the property 
of the corporation outside the state. | 
| Though no dissenting opinion was 
‘delivered, the report was current dur- | 
ing the day that the dissenting mem- | 
bers of the court held the case to be| 
Ivirtually identical with the Western 
Union and Pullman cases from Kansas, 
wherein a Kansas tax on foreign cor- 

jorations was held unconstitutional a 
ew years ago. Justice Day directed! 
much of his argument to this point, He 
said that the Kansas cases involved! 
taxes upon capital stock representing 
property both in and out of the state, | 
the law thus imposing a burden on in- 
terstate commerce. He pointed out 
that the business of the Western 
Union and the Pullman company was 
commerce, while in the two cases de- 
cided today the business of one com- 
pany was mining and the other manu- 
facturing only incidentally connected 
with interstate commerce, He said 
that the Massachusetts law was not 
to be interpreted as taxing interstate 
commerce or as applying to foreign 
corporations engaged ,wholly in inter- 
state commerce.

In the principal crops this year, 1913. the promise of two 
billion three hundred and fifty-one million bushels of corn, one billion sixty-six million bushels of oats and twelve million five hun- 
dred thousand bales of cotton is really only scant as to corn, and the record-breaking returns of that cereal in. 1912 assured a 
generous carry-over.

{We profit of marketing their corn on the 
hoof instead of in the sack, 

Tt is unnecessary to elaborate upon the 
success of the farm demonstration work of 
the government in Georgia, where ft 
touches boys\ corn clubs. Already, this 
agency has awakened the Interest of lads 
throughout the state in the subject of busi- 
ness agriculture. The contagion has also 
spread to adults, with the result that there 
is a new and inestimable force loosened in 
the state in behalf of the most practical 
sort of agriculture. 

The introduction of pig clubs will in- 
tensify thie interest. The Constitution has 
many times insisted that Georgia offered 
unsurpassed advantages for the cattle and 
hog industry. With the climate and the 
food and the ranges, there !s no reason 
why the state should not become one of the 
ranking American commonwealths in the 
production of pork. The state veterinarian, 
working with federal authorities, is accom- 
plishing substantial results in lowering the 
mortality from hog cholera. Other influ- 
ences adverse to the cultivation of pork are 
being rapidly diminished. 

Just as the corn clubs have given a 
decided !mpetus to Georgia's corn output, 
so the pig clubs may logically be expected 
to show the, same results as touching the 
output of pork, for home consumption as 
well as for market. One of tha best fea- 
tures of the undertaking is the inducement 
offered to boys to stay on the farm. Once 
they see the profit in intelligent agricul- 
tural methods, there is less prebability that 
they will crowd into the cities. The pig 
club movement is deserving of all the en. 
couragemem extended the corn clubs. To 
gether they hold much promise for the 
future wealth of this state.

Efficient Housekeeping

THE CABBAGE FAMILY.: 


The cabbage family is a large one—broc- 
coll, cauliflower, Scotch and German greens 
or kale, Brussel's sprouts, kohl rabis and 
their many varieties, all spring from the 
same source 

The word cabbage {s said to mean a ball 
of leaves folded over one another, so we 

have cabbage lettuce 
and cabbaze rose and 
some folks have shown 
their contempt fer the 
vegetable by making 
cabbage an adjective 
and adding a head to it, 
making a term of re- 
proachful significance, 
Cabbage requires a 
rich soll to produce 
fine, well flavored heads 
and {t Is faint praise to 
call a properly grown, 
well cooked head 
cabbage delectable. 
Koleannon is the 
Irish dish thet has at- 
tracted ‘favoreble at- 
tention among hearty 
diners wherever {t Is 
known. Equal parts of 
cabbage and potatoes 
must be used, The 
latter are cooked in 
thelr skins and peeled as soon as cool 
enough. The cabbage 18 cut in small pieces 
and boiled with salt pork, cut in cubes, until 
it is tender, The diced potatoes are added 
now and the whole mixture allowed to cook 
a few minutes longer. 

The notato's want of gluten is supplied 
by the cabtage, and the pork gives the es- 
Sential fat, so that the dish is rich and nour- 
ishing and well balanced from a dieticlan’s 
standpoint. 

Cabbage, and all its relatives, has a pe- 
cullarly strong. disagreeably odor when 
cooking; this is not so pungeut or so strong 
If it 18 bolled in a large quantity of water 
in an open kettle. When a lid is put oter 
cooking cabbage the odor 1s held in, to be 
sure, but when the cover Is lifted out rush- 
es a double dose of highly concentrated ex- 
tract of azote or cabbase essence. A pinch 
of soda is efficacious, in lesseniny the 
disagreeable smell; add i¢ when puttins the 
cabbage to boil. 

Cauliflower should. be laid in cold salted 
water for an hour before covking. Do not 
remove the outside leaves; they keep the 
flowerets from breaking apart. Put on to 
cook in boiling salted water to which you 
have added the essential pinch of soda, as 
for cabbage, Do not corer, but cook briskly 
until the stem can be pierced with a fork. 
This will be in about ten minutes. Drain 
and cool and separate the flowers from the 
stem and leaves. These may be spread with 
melted butter and seasoned with salt and 
pepper, sO drewsed there is rothing in the 
vegetable so delicate and full of flavor. 

Cauliflower may also be fried Prepare 
it as directed and when cool d!p the tufts 
in a milk and egg batter and fry @ light 
brown in a little butter. This is often used 
as @ garnish to various meats.

- The World’s Mysteries 


DID CASANOVA EFFECT HIS OWN: ESCAPE 


Everything connécted with the life of the 
Italian adventurer Giovanni Casanova is 
full of romance as well as mystery. He was 
one of the geratest men of mystery of the 
eighteenth century. Born of a noble family, 
he alienated their affection by joining the 
dramatic profession early in life. Even as 
# schoolboy of sixteen he showed traits of 
that adventuresome career which afterwards 
made him one of thé most talked-of men 
n Europe, the escapades resulting in his 
expulsion, He was then installed in @ pre- 
late's establishment by his parents, hoping 
to reform him, but all restraint being irk- 
some to his wayward disposition, he took 
to traveling. Thus began his life of adven- 
ture and Intrigue which only ended with his 
death. 

Casanova journeyed to all the princip: 
capltals of Europe and in turn was journal 
Ist, preacher, abe, diplomatist; nothing very 
long except a jolly good fellow, which pro- 
fession he cultivated till the end of his days. 
It was rarely that he was net attempting 
to escape from some trouule Into which he 
became involved, and he wes finally de- 
nounced as a spy and imprisoned in Venice. 

On the Ist of November, 1756, he suc- 
ceeded in making & picturesque escape. His 
place of confinement was the famous, Plombl, 
afterwards made notorious by Silvio’ Pellico. 
The story of his escape trom the sunken 
chateau ts graphically told in his “Memoirs” 
and {t is the most interesting portion of this 
remarkable work as well as the most decent. 
Published separately it gained him celebrity 
and made him the fashion. No one, however, 
belleved his version of the affair for it Is 
too Improbable to admit of belief; but who 
rendered him assistance no one has ever dis- 
covered, although there were many who 
would have been willing to have done so, 
for Casanova Wag a sroat favorite with a 
certain class of “free and easy” among those 
in authority, who admired him for his wi 
and his cleverness. 

When Casanova escaped from prison he 
made his way to Paris. Here his handsome 
appearance and affable manners obtained 
for him an Interview with Leuts V, as did 
.these same attractions later secure for him 
‘a personal friendship with Frederick the 


Great, with Rosseau and with Voltaire. In 
Madame. de Pompadour he found a kindred 
spirit-. Italian Princes honored him, and 
even the Holy Father recognized his virtues 
by a decoration. 

In his fifty-seventh year, 1782, he accept- 
ed the post of librarian to Count Wald- 
stein at Dux, in Bohemia. Here he spent his 
declining years, living uver “again with de- 
light the exploits of his gcdless-life, These 
he decked out\with an outrageous frankness 
in his “Memoirs,” whicn are a faithful pic- 
ture of Venetian manners and morals in 
their worst estate, drawn with what Janin 
calls “a marvelous instinct for vice and cor- 
Tuption.” He probably died im June, 1798, 

The picturesque description of the many 
efforts Casanova made to escape as told in 
his “Memoirs,” reads as a tale from the Ara- 
bian Nights. For instance, he says, “One day 
in November I was walking in the garret 
while the jailor was sweeping out my cell. 
I kept a sharp and curious eye on the ob- 
Jecté. that were distributed about me. Here 
I found’a polished piece of marble, as I sup- 
posed, but which turned out to be @ touch- 
stone. Upon another ‘similar occasion I 
found a large fron bolt as thick as a man’s 
thumb and about a foot.and a half long. 

"I concealed both of these in my cell. 
After four days of meditation I determined 
to make Bhole in the floor of the coll under 
my cot, and this required the most delicate 
kind of work for night and day the guard 
was keeping a close watch, and underneatit 
the cell was the department of justice where 
night and day prisoners were being tried. 
For nearly a year I was able to work only 
seconds at a time, on account of being so 
closely watched and this patience went un- 
rewarded for my plans were discovered and 
I was given another cell, acd still rore 
closely guarded.” * 

Then he goes on to deseribe, with equal 
picturesqueness, his second and successful 
attempt, and if his story is true he must 
have been an equally wonderful mau tn his 
effort to get out of prison as he was through 
life dodging about trying to escape wetting 
in, But nobody belfeves that Casanova es- 
caped from the Piombi through his own ef- 
forts, as he tells in his “Memoirs,” but who 
assisted him no one was ever able to learn.

No sane man can sit down tc a banquet 
table covered with the dishes I have named 
and not find something there to eat and 
plenty of {t. Instead of being brought to 
you on the Installment plan tn aggravating 
dabs. everything is on the table within 
reach, and there ts no need scorching your 
soul inwardly with cussing that fool waiter 
for not hurrying. The only thing I ask of 
you !s not to hurry, for there is no need 
to burry.

Decline in American Stocks 
at London Main Factor in 
the Depression of the Stock 
Market. 


New York, November 8—Further 
response was made by stocks today to 
the depressing character of news af- 
fecting speculative opinion. The mar: 
ket was impelled on a downward course 
at the outset by the decline In Amerl- 
can stocks at London, which was sup- 
plemented by moderate selling here 
for foreign account.
